Pusli the pigs lor the world 
needs meat and the farmer^ needs the 
protit. By pasturing rdpe and using a 
moderate supply of corner buckwheat, 
the pigs soon become tops and you will 
be well rewarded. Then the farmer's 
wife and daughters and even the ladies 
of the towns can well afford to pro- 
duce more poultry, eggs and feathers 
may nob continue for a whole year, 
but will nev«i fail below protikable 
production, and so far as we ean see, 
every indication points to as high 
pricea for tlie ensuing year as the one 
just past It's the farmer who has 
grain, stock and vegetables to sell, and 
the ladies who put on the market, 
poultry, eggs, feathers and butter, who 
are building bank accounts It is a 
year of great inducement to the agri- 
cultural people to become busy and 
stay busy the entire season. The op- 
portunity is ours.^ No time for fears 
or indecision. Plant a big crop of 
corn, tobacco and small grains and 
with good season aad intelligent cul- 
tivation a bountiful reward fai certain.

of espionage and worse through- 
out the United States. 

The people must not lull them- 
selvea^nor parmit themaalTaa 
to ba lolled— into a aeua of 
, fUaa aacority from war. De- 
apitetliaalow and dreary 
sage of tangMe event the pa»> 
pie nmat keep ihek patriotism 
afive; and l>e ready to accept the 
auprane event without shock or 
surprise. The tale of despera 
tion which leaks from Germany 
bit by bit must hold the minds 
of the people; and not the hope 
less hopes of a Germany coming 
to its senses, which we hear day 
by day. 

Garmany does not yet l>dieTe 
tha United Statea either able or 
willing to am lawAil ahip^ng 
agalnat adbmarine attack. Bat 

we are told that such armament 
goes forward on the Atlantic 
seaboard as expeditiously as pos 
sible; and within a week or ten 
days more the country may hear 
of a German attack repelled- 
German submarine sent to the 
bottom — by a lawful American 
ship sailing upon a lawful er- 
rand. It is not to be l)^ved 
that Gemuoiy will brook aiidi an 
net; and then the eoontry will 
baeailadapc^ to vindicate ita 
piSndplea and ita idaala. Tha

The Middle Tennessee li'arm- 
er's Convention last month 
adopted four resolutions "which 
every farmer should heartily fa- 
vor and which he should see that 
hia representatives support. 

Tha firat of these is in favor of 
the Torrena system. Tennessee 
needs tbiategisktion and there 
is no reaaoB H dMwld not liave it 
beforathia legfiUature adjooma. 
If farmers insist on it, it wiU

The second resolution asks for 
a co-operative associations law 
for this state. Here, attain, is a 
measure to which there can be 
no reasonable obi'ection and for 
which there are strong reasons. 
If co-operation among farmers is 
a good thing, it should be made 
an easy and a practicable thing. 
Thia it wOl not be anttl eo4>per- 
adve aaaoeiationa are givm the 
same legal atanding aa et^ora- 
tlona and jdnt atoek eoinpanies 
and placed ondor aoeh aupervis- 
ion as will prevent schemora and 
crooks from exploiting the peo- 
ple under the guise of cooper- 
ation. 

The third resolution favors the 
protection of the doves in this 
state. This would be directly to 
the interest of every farmer, 
and no cme could be injured, by 
it. This protection ahoald be 
given aa a mrtter of course.' The 
farmer' can do. a great many 
thinga, bat he can scareriy wage 
successful war againat insects 
and weeds withoat the hdp of 
the birds. 

The fourth resdlution favors a 
more efffctive dog law, more ef- 
fectively enforced. The need of 
this should be too obvious to ev- 
ery farmer for any argument 
about it to be required.

From Loulsvitk. 



March, 8, 1917. 

Eiditor News:— 

. Althoj^h two previous letters from 
here have^ound' their way to the 

waste baera^, I will again droD a few 
lines f ron the m^t'i^opolis of tlie State. 
I arrived in Louisvflle on the 90th of 
last December, and since that date I 
have not been out of the city. 

This has been the worst winter I 
have observed sincfe the "Winter of 
1898 9. According to the weather bu- 
reau there has been i8 inches of snow 
in Louisville so far this winter. This 
is the heaviest snowfall recorded in 
over 30 years, but the last snow— about 
five inches, disappeared almoet as sud- 
denly as iC came, and to day the sun is 
shining as brightly as though spring 
has really put in her appearance. But 
then the weather man says we still 
have more winter in store. 

the people out in the eoonary as a 

rule think they have hard times and 
long for an opportunity to go to the 
city. But they really do not know 
what hard times are. T have seen 
more suffering on the part of the poor 
during the two-short months that I 
have been here than I ever before wit- 
nessed. I have seen old, gray headed 
men and little childred'pick op apple 
peelings from the street and eat them. 
Just the other mcrniug a saw a child 
of perhaps four or live years, come oui 
to a dump barrel in front of the house 
and look for food. Not finding any, 
she turned to h^ mother, who was 
standing in the door, and said: 
"Mamma. I touldn't tin, a ting but pa- 
per, and I'm so hungry." The lady 
burst into tears and turned away. 
Now that is what I call real sufTerini<:, 
and I do not believe there is a family 
in Adair county that have been called 
upon to suffer what that poor lady 
mentioned above has had to suffer, 
and this is not the only case of the 
kind here. During that cold welther 
in January, at one of the schools here 
in the city, some little boys and, girls 
were seen fussing over the refuse 
found in a garbage can, and upon in- 
vestigation it was learned that more 
than twenty children had come to 
school that day without so much as a 
mouthful of food to eat. The teacher 
being resourceful, managed to supply 
eacli of these children with a bowl of 
hot soup eacli day lutil some more 
substantial relief ooula be secured. 

BTery thlof in the way of food is 

very high. Potatoes are selling at $4 
per bushel, aud yesterday hogs sold at 
^1S.Q6 on the arma market. Bme have 
been selling at .W to 60 cents per dozen' 
ever since 1 have bee^ here, and but- 
ter is still 5o cents per pound. Even 
to the little white navy been Meelling 
at 18 cents per pound. 

* The people here do not seem to un- 
derstand the cause of the scarcely of 
food, but 1 think the main thing is 
that too many farmers have left their 
farms and emigrated to the city ex- 
pecting to find an easy time. But 
friends they are sadly mistake^, and I 
am sure that a laborer can save more 
money by working at 75 cents per day 
bade fa old Adair, than he can here at 
•1 15 per day. Labor is not being paid 
as well now as a few years ago. from 
the fact tJiat there are now abootten 
men for each job, and each willing to 
wbrk for a few cents less on the day 
than his neighbor In order to hold the 
job, and Louisville i.s no exception, in 
fact, I've been told tliat times are bet- 
ter in LoiiisTilie, than they are in 
many of tlie nearby cities I talked 
with a man the other night who bad 
been in Detroit, and he that 
times were much better here than 
there, and of course you all have read 
ai the food rieta they have been hav- 
ing In New York. So you see that 
city people live hard as well as the? do 
tntbecoantry,^ndif many tamiiiee 
In the city only had the food that the 
average country family wastes daily, 
ttiey would think they were well off. 
The amount cf food that a good, 
healthy farmer consumes at one meal, 
would mn a dty family all day, and 
they would have a little left over. 
There is another consideration usually 
left oat In the ooantry when* it 
rains, snows or is stormy, you lay up 
and rest, but not So the city, no mat- 
ter hew hard it raiai, or how deep the 
snow gets, or how many degress below 
zero the mercury registers, your have 
to work or give np yonr Job.

The mo.''t imoortanf item in 
winter atlre of br«edinsr ewes is 
the feedinK and the problem of 
feeding in the South 13 that of 
furiiishinf? winter pasiure, but 
little thought will have to be giv- 
en to balancing the ration of the 
sheep so as to keep them in a 
healthy condition and hring them 
to the lambing time with a bag 
full of milk and a heart luU of 
k>ve for the young. On llie oth- 
er hand, when {rrazing crops fail 
the shepherd has to exercise csre | 
in feeding to keep the sheep in 
good health, to insure strong 
lamba at birth, to have a bonhti- 
ful (low of milk and a willingness 
on the part of the mothers to 
take the best possible care of \he 
Iambs. 

Even when pasture is provided 
for sheep, some hay and grain 

are always needed for snowy 
weather ,ind for some times 
when ({razing is scarce. Then 
grain can bemed to advantage 
even if the ewes aranevMr stop- 
ped from grazing. 

When roughage is fed, legume 
hays and good corn silage are 
the beat f eeda for the aheep. If 
this kind of roogh feed ia vuedr 
no grain will be neede d except 
psssibly a little a few weeks be- 
fore lambing and for several 
weeks after or until pasture gets 
good. Alfalfa; red clever, lespe- 
deza. soy ' beans, c^wpeas and 
other legume hays are the kinds 
to give sheep if available. If 
non-legume hays have be giv- 
en, some grain should always be 
fed in connection with it. In 
this case the grain ration should 
be high in protein. A mixture 
of one pail'bottoniiiMd meal, one 
part oats and one part com 
would be a very good mixture. 
A half pound to a pound a' day 
per sheep would be a feed. — 
Southern Agfieultoriat.

Every body 
wo have mot hao been 10 nice to us. 
thit in many ways It le like home and 
iiome people. Thie lea great country 
in many UMpoeta, bat ia not a good 
country for a poor man now. Land is 
very liigh in all the settled part of the 
oetnfery. Bents are high and the rate 
of interest Is very high, from 8 to 121 
per cent , is the rate. That is for 
timeloanB OaH loans from 18 to 25 
per cent A man told me he borrowed 
150 from a bank and paid $1 per month 
on it, which would he 24 per cent. 
TJiere are four banks in Belton, and 
according to their own statement the 
aggregate depoeits are over $1,000,000. 

Last year was the best year here for 
the farmers that has been for a long 
tiiM. The cotton crop was good, and 
the price almost doable that for the 
past four or live pears, "^be cotton 
apd cotton seed of the entire state 
brouglit t65O,O0O,0c6, six. hundred and 
fifty million dollars, into the state, but 
the common people and renters have 
ootliing left over after paying their 
debts, and Imve to start in the new 
year compelled to borrow money to 
1-un on during the year. They average 
one good crop every ^hree sears. The 
reason so many Kentucky people have 
made good tiere is from the fact tliey 
came here when land was cheap and 
the increase in the value of land has 
placed tliem in gqod linaneial condi- 
tion. 

But I started to tell the doings of 
the week. Last Monday was county 
court day here, *nd I went down to 
see iiow it compared with our county 
court in Columbia. Tlie crowd and 
people reminded me very much of our 
court day. There was hardly as much 
tMiainess doing ou jockey atreet as is 
done at home. One man said the bos- 
iness had fallen off very much since 
the Autos got so plentiful. Take ttie 
hoEM stock here as a rale and it is a 
very sorry grade. The stock on jockey 
in our town is ahead by a good deal. 
Every body Uiat ia able liere bas an 
automobile. The roads are fine, es- 
pecially wlien it ia dry, and it is sure 
dry liere this winter. It has nob jain- 
ed since I have bee.i here eneoi^ to 
wet the ground two inches. 

Ttie ladiea of the Chriatlan Ohnr^ 
prepared a dinner on court day and' 
furnistied at 35 cents for the people 
wtio wiahed to partake of it.^ They 
■erved quire a number of plates and it 
was a Hue dinner, the writer can tes- 
tify. ^ One of the eoJoyablo eventa of 
the week was seeing for the first time 
in life an aeroplane fly, .at Temple, and 
people were there from all ports of 
the county. The business people of 
the town had arranged to give away 
an onto that day. Bar aoiMdaysev- 
ery man that bought $1 worth of 
goods got a ticket witli chance for it. 
All the tickets were placed In a Iwx, 
and at the time appointed a little girl 
was blindfolded and tlie tirst ticket 
fflie drew from that box p»6 thoaoto- 
mobile. 

At dve'b'clock the Biplain was to 
fly. It was placed on a lot wbe|p oil 
the people could see. Two sides of the 
lot was surrounded, by autos. When 
all things were ready she was given a 
little push, being on wheels, and away 
site went tiigher add higher, then 
Mtfledas graeefal as a bird around 
over the town in a circle and after 
all tlte people had loolied and enjojed 
Ic to their satisfaction, she began to 
lower herself, and after a few circles 
alighted as gracefully as slie lutd ^one 
ap. It wa^ a great pleasure to me to 
see it as it was my first. I told Bro. 
Bledsoe, wlio was with me, when I 
first saw lier, nhe woold new fly, and 
she did make several efforts before 
she went. It was sure 1^ grand sight.
